sequence as the so-called coal agency 
case, 
decided 
by 
the 
Supreme 
Court of the United States, and the 
determination by the United States 
District Court for Virginia that the 
federal water power act is consti­ 
tutional. 
In each instance, the court find­ 
ing appears on its surface just to 
be a mine-run opinion. 
But it hap­ 
pens, however, that each of the 
opinions directly affects you and 
me. 
Besides that result, the coal 
agency decision is of vital impor­ 
tance to business. 
With respect to the coal agency 
case, the facts are that a group of 
coal mine operators banded together 
in the Appalachian Coals, Inc., for 
the purpose of distributing their 
output. It is a sales agency purely. 
Its purpose is to reduce the cost of 
marketing the product 
It would appear on the surface that 
auch an arrangement would be in 
violation of the anti-trust laws, but 
the Supreme court found otherwise. 
But the ruling gives rise to broad­ 
er significance. 
Other industries 
based on natural resources of the 
country are expected to follow in the 
fame pathway in order to accomplish 
reduced selling costs. Lumber, gas, 
pll, iron, steel, copper and fertilizer 
Interests are said to be looking long- 
Ingly at the plan as one which will 
bnable them to operate with some 
Assurance of a return on huge in­ 
vestments. The Supreme court con­ 
sidered that the plan maintained 
{he necessary elements of competi­ 
tion, and if that construction be 
-proved in practice, then you and I, 
as a natural result, should receive 
fdme direct as well as indirect ben- 
Slit. 
I mean we would be bene- 
tted, if we lived in the territory 
.Where coal furnished through the 
telling agency is distributed, by 
tomewhat cheaper prices on the 
tame grades of coal. 
From the standpoint of business, 
the coal operators have worked out 
the first important program that is 
acceptable 
to 
the 
courts 
when 
viewed under magnifying glass of 
the anti-trust laws and at the same 
time permits of that co-operation 
which agriculture so long has con­ 
tended was vital to it. Other indus­ 
tries probably will follow the lead. 
If they do not abuse the privileges, 
we have entered upon a new era 
In industry. 
If there are abuses, 
then industry will have killed the 
goose that laid the golden egg. 
• • • 
The decision of the United States 
District court at Norfolk, Va., which 
held the federal water power act 
to be constitutional opens the way 
to complete federal regulation of 
Utilities. 
We will hear for some 
years to come that the “New River 
u se " affords the basis for many 
pieces of legislation of direct bene- 
■t to the users of electricity for 
power and light. Of course, It is yet 
to be decided by the Supreme Court 
pf the United States where the lit- 
üption will be carried without 
doubt, but the majority of constitu­ 
tional lawyers entertain no doubt 
•s to its validity. 
To the electric user, therefore, the 
decision stands of broadest impor­ 
tance. 
By holding the law consti­ 
tutional, the court removed a se­ 
rious obstacle to effective govern- 
inent control over many of the tricks 
to which great corporations devote 
themselves to establish a cost basis 
for their product which warrants 
the highest possible rates. 
I make 
ho comment as to the legality or 
Illegality of these practices. 
It re­ 
inales as a fact, however, that every 
Industry subject to regulatory pow­ 
ers of government, whether national 
or state, seeks to protect its invest- 
tnents by creating for its product a 
book basis of high cost. 
This is 
done obviously in order to meet the 
ever-continuing demand of utility 
commissions for rate reductions. 
• • • 
There is another angle to the 
“New Biver case.” Superficially, It 
appears likely to 
Interests 
be of some value 
Investors 
to investors 
in 
s t o c k companies 
Engaged in development of water 
power for electricity. It works out 
In this way: The corporation which 
baa established a high cost basis for 
Its electricity quite naturally issues 
Its stock on 
that basis. 
Conse- 
, Quently, it is seeking a return on 
Investment that, in toe many In­ 
stances, is not justified by the facts. 
In other words, it results in watered 
stock beyond sound judgment, the 
Corporation fights every move that 
appears if the result is a lowered 
schedule of electric rates. Hence, it 
Is fighting directly at the users of 
electricity whether for lighting pur­ 
poses in a small home or for power 
purposes in a gigantic factory. 
Of course this decision applies 
Only to hydro-electric plants. 
It 
does not affect the plants producing 
electricity by steam. 
There are 
those, however, who say the de­ 
cision will have a bearing on those 
rates, too, for the reason that un- 


less the steam plants maintain rea­ 
sonable rates, water-powered plants 
will find openings to enter that field 
If water is available anywhere near. 
This latter possibility Is cited be­ 
cause it shows better than any­ 
thing else how far-reaching a dry 
old court opinion may turn out to 
be. The opinion in each of the 
cases mentioned was written In the 
usual style, but each one may be 
looked upon, ten years from now, 
as a landmark.

¡danger. For example: a driver ex­ 
tends his arm at an angle some­ 
what below the horizontal, mean­ 
ing to hold it horizontal. The fol­ 
lowing driver assumes that a stop 
is intended, and attempts to pass 
on the left just as the preceding 
driver begins a left turn, with re­ 
sulting disaster. 
Careful drivers, 
where this system is in vogue, nev­ 
er take the signals literally, but 
merely assume that something 
is 
going to happen, and watch care­ 
fully to see what it will be. In cer­ 
tain States still different systems 
have been tried out. 
The proper rule, in any case, is 
to extend the arm, well out of the 
car, and beginning sufficiently ear­ 
ly to give the following driver time 
to take precautions. Moreover, the 
arm should not be quickly thrust 
out and drawn back, as in flicking 
the ashes off a cigar; but it should 
be kept extended until the turn or 
stop is well under way. 
If the 
driver cannot manipulate the steer­ 
ing wheel with one 
hand 
while 
holding the other arm out, that is 
sufficient evidence that he is driv­ 
ing at unsafe speed or is otherwise 
incompetent to drive.

The 
most 
careful 
drivers, 
however,

keeping the stop light in the best, 
possible condition, do not omit the 
hand signals. 
These signals arej 
important not only for following 
drivers, but 
also 
for those

proaching in the opposite direction, 
and are often vital for pedestrians. 
The pedestrian caught in the mid­ 
dle of the street needs to know if 
the approaching car is about 
to 
make a turn, or is to stop, and the 
hand signal is as clear to him as 
it is to the driver of another car. 
The stop light can be seen neither 
by the pedestrian nor by the driv­ 
er of the car going in the opposite 
direction. 
One of the most irritating per­ 
versities of incompetent drivers is 
the habit of pulling suddenly out 
fram a parallel parking place with­ 
out warning.

In each instance, the court find­ 
ing appears on its surface Just to 
be a mine-run opinion. 
But It hap­ 
pens, however, that each of the 
opinions directly affects you and 
me. 
Besides that result, the coal 
agency decision is of vital Impor­ 
tance to business. 
With respect to the coal agency 
case, the facts are that a group of 
Coal mine operators banded together 
In the Appalachian Coals, Inc., for 
the purpose of distributing their 
output. It Is a sales ngency purely. 
Its purpose is to reduce the cost of 
marketing the product. 
It would appear on the surface that 
such nn arrangement would be In 
violation of the anti-trust laws, but 
the Supreme court found otherwise. 
But the ruling gives rise to broad­ 
er 
significance. 
Other 
Industries 
based on natural resources of the 
country are expected to follow in the 
same pathway in order to accomplish 
reduced selling costs. Lumber, gas, 
qll, Iron, steel, copper and fertiliser 
Interests are said to be looking long­ 
ingly at the plan as one which will 
fenable them to operate with some 
assurance of a return on huge in­ 
vestments. The Supreme court con- 
aidered that the plan maintained 
the necessary elements of competi­ 
tion, and If that construction be 
proved in practice, then you and I, 
as a natural result, should receive 
gome direct us well as Indirect ben­ 
efit. 
I mean we would be l>ene- 
fltted, if we lived In the territory 
where coal furnished through the 
selling ngency 
is distributed, by 
somewhat cheaper prices on the 
same grades of coal. 
From the standpoint of business, 
the coal operators have worked out

District court at Norfolk, Va., which 
beld the federal water power act 
to be constitutional opens the way 
to complete federal regulation of 
Utilities. 
We will hear for some 
years to come that the “New River 
g*se” affords the busts for many 
pieces of legislation of direct bene- 
Qt to the users of electricity for 
power and light. Of course, It is yet 
be decided by the Supreme Court 
Of the United States where the lit­ 
igation 
will 
be 
carried 
without 
doubt, but the majority of constitu­ 
tional lawyers entertain no doubt 
as to its validity. 
To the electric user, therefore, the 
decision stands of broadest impor­ 
tance. 
By holding the law consti­ 
tutional. the court removed a se­ 
rious obstacle to effective govern­ 
ment control over many of the tricks 
to which great corporations devote 
themselves to establish a cost basis 
for their product which warrants 
the highest possible rates.
